HERE IN 1 924, S AYS ZIEGFELD 

"Follies" Prod ucer, Angered at Equity Association, Threatens to 
Follow George M. Cohan to London; Other Live News and Inter- 
esting Gossip of Stage Doings along the New York Rialto. 



FLORENZ ZIEGFELD. Jr.. picker of pulchritude 
for the yearly "Follies" bearing his name, has 
threatened to quit the show business in this 
country in 1924 and betake himself off to London, 
whither our own George M. Cohan is already headed. 
And for the same reason, so it seems, for Flo got his 
back up as a result of some recent trouble with the 
Actors' Equity Association. 

Ziegfeld declares he's sick and tired of spatting 
with the players' organization over contracts, sal- 
aries and what not, and that after his agreement 
with the "union" expires, two years hence, Broadway 
will see him no more and he will produce his beauty- 
and-music spectacles for Europe's tired business 
men instead of the Broadway, New York, variety. 

It appears that Ziegfeld and the Equity have been 
at loggerheads for some time. The safety-valveblew 
open a couple of weeks ago following an incident in 
'Chicago. The "Follies" show was about to open an 
eight weeks engagement at the Powers Theatre 
when, it was alleged, the company manager was 
notified by Equity representatives that the theatre 
would be closed unless one of the chorus ladies. Miss 
Elizabeth Chatterton, who had been released, was 
reinstated. 

The manager wired to Ziegfeld in New York that 
he was obliged to reinstate Miss Chatterton or risk 
the closing of the show. Then Flo went higher than 
a kite. 

Frank Gilmore, executive secretary of the Equity 
Association, said the trouble arose over the playing 
of an extra matinee on Thanksgiving Day, prior to 
the Chicago engagement, which was not provided 
for in the players' contract, and that a promised 
bonus to the show girls was not paid. .

Fought at Woodward's Pavilion, San Francisco, Calif., Jan. 19, 
1906, Joe Gans Knocks Out Mike (Twin) Sullivan in the Fif- 
teenth Round; Fireworks Flash at Meeting of Dixon and GrifFo. 



with the '"Twin" at Woodward's Pavilion, San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., sixteen years ago the day before yester- 
day, Jan. 19, 1906, was the most hectic and thrilling. 

At first Gans was bothered seriously by Sullivan's 
height and reach. He did not get the range until 
the closing minute of the third round when, by 
ducking under a right, he was able to land heavily 
on Mike's jaw. 

Something of the old Gans flickered throughout 
his work in the fourth inning. Joe feinted prettily 
with his left and landed with the right. Skillfully 
ducking two leads, he got the range with his left 
also, and closed the session with a fearful jaw blow. 

Gans' Ironbound Defense 

• Before the Baltimore boy's impregnable defense 
the "Twin" pegged away monotonously like a caged 
animal at his wire-netting enclosure. Gans wanted 
to see what Mike had. Drawing him out, Joe coun- 
tered with a right to the stomach, shortly after the 
sixth frame began. Sullivan got too playful, where- 
upon the dusky champion drove him to the ropes 
with a battery of lefts and rights to the face. 

To start the seventh round's fun, Gans dipped 
gracefully under a left and bobbed up with a tor- 
pedo-like right to the body. Although Mike coun- 
tered with a lone right to the face, Joe worked 
quickly to closer range. 

Mike unloosed his complete assortment in the 
eighth, but it fell like a light rain on Gans' wonder- 
ful defense. Suddenly Gans reached out and caught 
the rushing Irishman a clip on the chin. The "Twin" 
fell in and clinched while he thought it over. Joe 
wriggled loose and caught him again with a straight 
left. Mike dropped to his knees but still held on. 

The "Twin" was still alive in the ninth round. 
Game Irishman that he was. he fought through a 
veritable fog. kicked up by a stream of lefts and 
rights to his face. Often his knees sagged under 
him, but his pluck kept him off his back. 

Mike was his old self when he swaggered out for 
the tenth canto's business. He weathered two 
rushes, returning blow for blow. Before the gong 
Gans cut loose with a series of frightful uppercuts. 

The 'Twin" Stages a Rally 

The "Twin" showed he wasn'tsquelehedyet, how- 
ever, for he landed frequently during the twelfth 
round, landed with a will, while the gallery cheered 
him on. 



The thirteenth was Sullivan's round by a wide 
margin. Egged on by the crowd, he lunged and 
swung, doing all the leading, catching Joe where his 
defense was weak, piling up a point advantage. 
Perhaps the "Twin" could do it yet. 

But the foxy Gans laid low until he thought the 
three minutes were up. Then, with perfect accuracy, 
he delivered a terrific right to Sullivan's jaw. 

That Gans had been resting was proven when he 
again opened up during the next session. Mike was 
nothing more than a target and Joe could see nothing 
but the bull's-eye. The dusky champion made a chop- 
ping block of the welterweight, who fought back 
gamely, but without effect. 

The bell tolled the fifteenth round. Mike slipped out 
and into a clinch. Gans skillfully broke it and sent 
Sullivan to the floor with a powerful right cross to 
the chin. As the "Twin" regained his footing and 
backed to the ropes, Joe tore in and planted a left 
and right to the jaw almost in unison. Mike fell on 
his back, his head striking the carpet. On the re- 
bound his head rested against the lower ropes, where 
he continued to lie stretched out motionless until the 
time limit had expired, when he was lifted up and 
carried to his corner. 

It was the old Gans ! 

DIXON AND GRIFFO IN GREAT BOUT 

On the same day of the month, but twenty-seven 
years ago, Jan. 19, 1895, that other colored marvel. 
Featherweight Champion George Dixon, also fought 
a heavier, but more formidable, opponent over the 
twenty-five-round route. Young Griffo, the Aus- 
tralian lightweight wonder, was the man. Dixon and 
he agreed to a test of skill at the Seaside Athletic 
Club, Coney Island, on the date mentioned. "Little 
Chocolate" was outweighed ten to twelve pounds. 

Such an exhibition of science and change of pace 
as Dixon treated the hard-hitting Antipodean to! In 
the fifth round, just when Griffo seemed to have 
learned the combination for reaching George's jaw 
and left eye, which latter began to be puffed, at the 
same time blocking admirably the dusky boy's leads 
for the face, Dixon changed his tactics like a flash 
and played a beautiful tattoo on the Australian's 
stomach.

Hebrew boxer, a favorite on two continents, 
crew so fast lie fought in four divisions, 
from feather to middleweight, barely n» 
ins a world's title.' 



LIKE the proverbial weed, Henry Besterman grew 
too fast. In addition, he picked out the cream 
of his fighting years in which to stage a re- 
markable weight-gaining performance, so that when 
his growth came to a standstill and fixed him as a 
middleweight his fistic ability had gone to seed. 

As is the custom with many Jewish boxers, Best- 
erman adopted a ring name, Harry Lewis, under 
which he became the pugilistic idol of Philadelphia 
fifteen years ago, although he was a native of New 
York city, having been born in the metropolis Sept. 
16. 1886. 

Eighteen-year-old Harry made an enviable repu- 
tation around Philadelphia in 1904 as a preliminary 
fighter, winning twenty-eight contests and losing 
none. He was a featherweight that year. 

During the first six months of 1905, finally advanced 
to the wind-up position on the boxing cards, he was 
matched with six of the leading featherweight con- 
tenders. He defeated Benny Yanger, drew with

Enters Ranks of Lightweights 

About that time Lewis started his growing; per- 
formance. Finding; it increasingly hard to make the 
featherweight limit, he entered the lightweight 
ranks with his fight against Young Erne on May 27, 
1905. His second "debut" was signalized by a cyclonic 
six-round victory. 

Willie Fitzgerald of Brooklyn was the first .crack 
lightweight whom Harry fought, the occasion being 
a week after the encounter with Erne. Lewis bat- 
tled the Long Island idol to a standstill. 

The year 1906 saw the little Quaker take his place 
among the top-rung lightweights. Although shaded 
by Jimmy Gardiner and Willie Fitzgerald in six- 
round, no-decision matches, he earned a go with the 
lightweight champion, Joe Gang. 

The National Athletic Club of Philadelphia secured 
the match, June 15, 1906, carded to be for six rounds, 
no decision to be given. Lewis caught Gans with his 
feet close together in the second round and dropped 
him to the floor. 

In the next frame Joe staggered Harry with a 
couple of left hooks, but he could not break through 
the Hebrew's guard to deliver a telling sock. 
Champion Becomes Desperate 

Gans got rather desperate in the fifth and played 
for a wallop. But he bumped into a jab every time. 
More determined in the sixth and last inning, Joe 
boxed rings around the youngster, landing often; 
but his blows were light— Harry's jabs were so dis- 
couraging. The kid was given a great send-off after 
the fight. 

During the summer Lewis twice licked Jimmy 
Briggs, lightweight champion of New England, and 
wound up the year by knocking out Willie Fitzger- 
ald and defeating Joe Thomas and Jack Dougherty. 

Too bad he was doing so well as a lightweight, be- 
cause he hadn't stopped growing ! Jan. 22. 1907, he 
made his third "debut"— as a welterweight, knock- 
ing out Rube Smith of Denver, western 142-pound 
champion. A month later he won a ten-round deci- 
sion from Mike (Twin) Sullivan, who in his next 
bout won the welterweight championship from 
Honey Mellody. 

Harry's welterweight act lasted until about the 
middle of 1908. His victims were Tommy Sullivan, 
Dave Deshler. Mike Donovan, Frank Man tell, Honey 
Mellody, Unk Russell, Terry Martin and Charley 
Hitte, almost the entire roster of good welter- 
weights. 

Frank Mantell. who claimed the welterweight 
championship because he had knocked out Honey 
Mellody a few months before, succumbed to a knock- 
out punch in \ three rounds. Jan. 23. 1908. On the 
following 20th of April, Lewis gave Honey Mellody 
himself the same dose in four rounds. 

But if Harry Lewis had any hope of annexing the 
welter title by a return match with Mike Sullivan, it 
was thwarted by his old friend. More Weight. 

He became an avowed middleweight, celebrating 
his fourth "debut" on June 9, 1908, in the first of 
four hurricane fights with Willie Lewis, idolized 
New York middleweight, then just returned from a 
triumphal invasion of France. It was a draw. 



The same pan* agreed to settle their differences Dec 
14, 1908, at the Edgewood Athletic Club, New Haven. 
Conn., in twelve rounds. Harry stole away with 
the first four rounds but lost the next three. 

Soon Willie took the lead and erased enough points 
from Harry's advantage to earn a draw at the end. 

More Contenders Eliminated 

Before his next important fight Harry's record 
shows that he disposed of Dan Sullivan, national 
amateur middleweight champion, brother of the 
famous twins, in two rounds, and defeated Larry 
Temple. Terry Martin. Tommy Crawford and Harry 
Mansfield (three times). 

The important fight referred to was with Frank 
Klaus, claimant of the middleweight title, at the 
National Athletic Club, Philadelphia. Nov. 27, 1909, 
six rounds. As neither man disdained to use any- 
thing short of heavy artillery, it was one continual 
bombardment, with each often staggering the other. 
However, the decision would have been a draw. 

Harry joined the great galaxy of American stars 
who invaded France again in 1910, his old opponent 
Willie Lewis being numbered in the outfit. Immedi- 
ately the pair got together for another brace of con- 
tests. In the first, held in Paris, February 19. 1910, 
Harry shaded Willie, as the latter afterward ad- 
mitted, in twenty rounds, although the decision was 
a draw. On the following 24th of April they battled 
another twenty-five rounds, but still could do no 
better than a draw. 

During that tour Harry established a record by 
defeating three men in one night, knocking two of 
them out in two rounds each. 

Then' the National Sporting Club of London came 
along and offered Harry an opportunity to fight 
Young Josephs for a purse of $3,000 and the welter- 
weight championship of England. How the Quaker 
got down to weight istnot known, but he is credited 
with having fought and knocked Josephs out in 
eight rounds, June 27, 1910, winning the title as part 
of the stakes. 

Returns to the States 

Returning to the states, he lost a twelve-round de- 
cision to Leo Houck, Boston middleweight; where- 
upon he went right back to France. But Houck fol- 
lowed and repeated the performance in Paris. 

In England again, Jan. 25, 1911, Lewis fought a 
truly great battle, defending his welterweight title 
against Johnny Summers, the old British wizard. 

In the fourth round matters moved quicker than 
the ringsiders' eyes could follow. Immediately after 
the bell Lewis rushed Summers to the ropes and 
floored him twice. When the weak Briton got his 
wobbling pins upright again. Harry, after timing 
him with a long straight left, crossed over with a 
steel-plated right hook. Johnny floundered for the 
limit. 

But that the skillf uiHebrew was through, except for 

the English roped arena, a seventeen-year-old French 
middleweight champion named Georges Carpentier 
demonstrated at the Cirque in Paris, Dec. 13, 1911. 
Carpentier fought on the defensive for the entire 
twenty rounds, lithely ducking and dodging Lewis' 
scientific attack, coming out of his shell only when 
he found a good opening to deliver one to three

Oxygen was administered to Georges 
after the tenth and every succeeding round— but he 
won the decision. 

Harry's last three fights were in England in 1912, 
when he successfully defended his British title 
against the Dixie Kid and Harry Mansfield, but lost 
it May 13 to Private Palmer.

Too Many Clubs Now, Says Muldoon Commission; 
Ruling Bars Bouts from Armories and Makes Things 
Harder for Rivals of Tex Rickard.

WILLIAM MULDOON, chairman, and his associates of the New York State 
Athletic Commission, threw a bombshell recently into the ranks of .New 
York pugilistic promoters when that body, which controls the conduct of the 
manly art in the Empire State, announced that it would refuse to grant any more 
club licenses. 



The commission's order was issued in the midst of 
a mighty dispute as to whether or not the state 
armories should be thrown open to professional 
bouts, and unless Governor Miller should veto the 
ruling- the result of the ukase will be that the 
armories will be closed tightly against fighters and 
their managers. 

The commission's statement was as follows: 

"The commission refuses to grant any more 
licenses. It is its opinion that there are in existence 
more clubs than there is a demand for; it is the 
policy of the commission to reduce the number as 
quickly as possible without hurting anyone financially 
who is now conducting a club. 

"The commission is ready and willing to consider 
the transfer of a license from individual to individ- 
ual, or in other words, from manager to manager.

but not from place to place. That is, the place that 
is now operating under a license can change proprie- 
tors if all conditions under the law are complied 
with." 

In some quarters it is pointed out that the com- 
mission's order still further strengthens the grip on 
boxing and wrestling in New York city now. held by 
Tex Rickard at Madison Square Garden. Billy Gib- 
son, fistic manager and promoter, and Jack Curley, 
wrestling impresario, were perhaps hardest hit by 
the pronouncement. Gibson had been intending to 
erect an immense arena at One Hundred and Sixty- 
ninth street and Broadway, where all kinds of ath- 
letic enterprises would be staged, in direct opposition 
to the Garden, and pending its completion had hoped 
to obtain a license for shows at one of the city's 
large armories. 

Curley, also, was anxious to regain his position as 
a wrestling promoter and was prepared to seek a 
license, but the order of the commisson seemingly 
imposed an insurmountable barrier to the projects 
of both these men and left Rickard in sole possession 
of the field. 

On the other hand, persons who have the interests 
of pugilism at heart expect great benefits to follow 
the ruling of the Muldoon commission. To them it 
seems better to consider the prosperity of the boxing 
game ahead of the ambitions of certain individuals, 
and there is no doubt that there are now enough 
boxing clubs in New York city to more than supply 
the demand on the part of the public. 



It took Joe Lynch, former bantamweight cham- 
pion, just 1 minute and 20 seconds to knock out Al 
Walker of California, in what was to have been a 
ten-round contest at the Pioneer Sporting Club, New 
York city, on the afternoon of Jan. 2. Walker 
rushed Lynch at the tap of the gong for the first 
round and was in the act of swinging a terrific left 
for Joe's face when the ex-champion stepped inside 
and crossed with his right to Al's jaw, dropping him 
for the full count. 



DUNDEE AND JACKSON 
FIGHT FIFTEEN FAST 
ROUNDS TO A DRAW 

Johnny Dundee, holder of the Tex Rickard belt as 
champion of the 130-pound junior lightweights, and 
Willie Jackson, his ancient rival, fought a fast fif- 
teen-round draw before a capacity crowd in Madison 
Square Garden on the night of Dec. 30. Although it 
was the twelfth meeting of these two boys and each 
knows the other's style like a book, they put up a 
slambang affair that had the crowd cheering lustily 
from start to finish and the split verdict was favor- 
ably received. 

By agreement both entered the ring under- the 
lightweight limit of 135 pounds at 2 o'clock the after- 
noon of the scrap, so that Dundee's junior title was 
not at stake. The Scotch Wop tipped the balance at 
129V4 and Jackson at 134^. Jackson, who is listed 
among the formidable contenders for the lightweight 
championship, made a desparate attempt to repeat 
his performance of stretching the-bounding Johnny 
on the canvas for the count of ten, but Dundee was 
altogether too shifty to be caught unawares. 

Jackson scored consistently with a vicious right 
hook, while Dundee relied almost entirely upon his 
left hand to jab and hook Willie in the face. Neither 
man was in serious danger of a knockout at any time 
during the bout, although Jackson staggered Dun- 
dee with a right to the jaw in the fifth round and 
Johnny sent Willie back on his heels in the twelfth 
with aright and left to the face. Both boxers left 
the ring with scars of battle in the form of cut lips.

JOHNNY WILSON BACKS OUT 

The New York Athletic Commission has barred 
Johnny Wilson, middleweight champion, and his 
manager, Martin Killalea, from appearing in boxing 
rings of the Empire State, following their action in 
backing out of an agreement whereby Wilson was to 
meet Harry Greb of Pittsburgh in a fifteen-round 
bout for the title next month at Madison Square 
Garden. The commission provided, however, that 
Wilson could have a hearing if he wanted one. 

As announced in the Police Gazette last week. 
Wilson signed a contract with Tex Rickard, Garden 
promoter, to fight Greb for the middleweight crown. 
He later declared he would not carry out this agree- 
ment, as he had made it only on receipt of the $35,000 
purse withheld from him after his fight with Bryan 
Downey in Jersey City last Labor Day. He con- 
tended that as he was virtually coerced into signing 
to meet Greb he had no compunction about repudiat- 
ing the match.
